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LA FOLLETTE AND THE KLAN 
Senator La Follette is to be commend- 


ed for his clear-cut and vigorous denun- 
ciation of the Ku Klux Klan. 
He is 


against it. as are all thoughtful Ameri- 
cans, because^it is opposed to the funda- 
mental conceptions of American govern- 
ment, and to the guarantees of the con- 
stitution. 
The senator quotes Jefferson 


and Lincoln effectively in support of the 
premise, -which really needs no argument, 
that application of the religious text 
would be destructive of American insti- 
tutions and of freedom of its people. 


Nevertheless, there is a strange contra- 


diction in the position Mr. La Follette 
here takes and his advocacy of a consti- 
tutional amendment that -would place 
congress above the supreme court and 
make it the final authority of the nation. 
Mr. La Follette -wants to have it possible 
for congress to re-enact any la-w it passes 
•which is held unconstitutional by the su- 


> preme court. The growth of the Ku Klux 
Klan is a case in point. 
Let us assume 


that this or a similar movement swept 
over the country and elected men to con- 
gress who were opposed to Catholics and 
Jews. This congress of extremists enacts 
a law forbidding a Catholic or Jew to hold 
public office. 
It even takes away from 


them the right to vote. Suppose it went 
still further and applied burdensome and 
discriminatory laws to Catholic churches 
and Catholic institutions. 
* . 


Such enactments would, of course, be 


held unconstitutional by the supreme 
court, for they would be in violent con- 
flict with that instrument. But if Mr. 
La Follette's proposals were in effect, 
congress could immediately repass these 
acts over the decision of the supreme 
court and make them the law of the land. 
It would be the same with legislation,of a 
congress made up of radicals elected in 
some moment of national heat or passion. 
Such a congress could wipe out at will 
any of the rights or guarantees the Amer- 
ican citizen possesses under the constitu- 
tion. It could carry class prejudice and 
class hatred and religious intolerance far- 
ther than the Ku Klus Klan has ever 
dreamed of. In the whole history of the 
supreme court the number of congression- 
al enactments it has held unconstitutional 
can almost be counted on the fingers. 
"Where these decisions were contrary to 
the spirit of the times, although imposed 
by the constitution itself, the constitution 
has been promptly amended. 


The proposal to place the congress 


above the supreme court and the constitu- 
tion is vastly more dangerous to Catholics 
than all the Ku Klux Klan organizations 
in the country. 
Incidentally it is dan- 


gerous to the security, liberty and rights 
of even- citizen. 


LABOR AND THE ELECTION 


The labor vote is not to go to Senator 


La Follette unchallenged. 
"William B. 


AVilson. secretary of labor under Presi- 
dent "Wilson, has enlisted in the campaign 
in behalf of the Democratic nominee in 
his bid for labor votes. Mr. Wilson, an- 
swering Mr: Gompers' attack upon the 
Democratic nominee, asserts that the rec- 
ord of Mr. Davis during his career in con- 
gress shows he never once voted unfav- 
orably to labor. It is pointed out that 
he represented the side of labor in the 
"West Virginia mine cases, that he defend- 
ed the eight-hour law in the supreme 
court, and that he helped to draw up the 
Clayton act and spoke for it in congress. 


Mr. Wilson makes the claim that or- 


ganized labor received better treatment 
during the administration of AVoodrow 
"Wilson than it had ever received under 
Republican control, and we think the 
fact? sustain him. 
So much was under- 


taken for the benefit of labor that Mr. 
.\Vilsou, -was soundly, berated 4ad .vigor* 
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ously opposed by reactionary business 
interests, which are never willing to con- 
cede anything to labor and which hold 
that it must be a fight to the finish for 
supremacy. 
This element was arrayed 


against Mr. Wilson as a unit. It consid- 
ered him unsound largely because of 
what he did and advocated for labor. 
In view of this record of labor achieve- 
ment and social advancement under Wil- 
son, it is pertinent, as the former secre- 
tary of labor suggests, to ask why. since 
labor gave its support to the Democratic 
candidates in 1920. and the government 
has since been in the hands of the Re- 
publican party, it should now oppose the 
Democratic candidate. 


Mr. Gompers answers this by declar- 


ing that the Democratic platform is reac- 
tionary. He would be as near the truth, 
we think, if he characterized the platform 
as meaningless. Platforms are not drawn 
up by the major parties -with an expecta- 
tion of faithful performance. 
They are 


designed to get votes. 
What will take 


place if the party is elected to power can 
never be determined by what it promises 
in advance. Most real issues are juggled 
with in an attempt not to give offense to 
either side. 


If the La Follette party is any differ- 


ent it will be a radical departure in poli- 
tics. We are confident it promises many 
things that it will never undertake and 
that it affirms certain principles it will 
never put into practice. Most men now- 
adays vote for the candidate rather than 
the platform. If they have confidence in 
his virtues they will support him regard- 
less of his political affiliations. Those who 
are for La Follette would stick to him re- 
gardless of the platform on which he runs. 
This is proved by the fact that socialists, 
anti-socialists, radicals and conservatives, 
and even communists, are for him. 


The test of any man's fitness to serve 


his country in a public capacity ought 
to be his willingness and purpose to serve 
the interests of all. 
Nothing can be 


sound or just or permanent which pur- 
poses to advance the interest of one class 
as against another, or which is not con- 
sistent with the welfare of the country as - 
a whole. This principle is true whether 
it is applied to big business, to labor, ts 
agriculture, or to any other class or in- 
terest. 
We think it is the program and 


the record of the candidates for presi- 
dent rather than the platforms on which 
they are appealing for votes that count. 
We believe the average man will reach a 
similar conclusion. 


MURDER VS. PSYCHOLOGY 


Euzebe Vidrine was hanged the other 


day in Louisiana. He was the self-con- 
fessed slayer of, five men during the last 
three years. It was a picturesque/execu- 
tion. 
Vidrine showed no nervousness. 


He posed for camera men on the scaffold 
and made a thirty minute speech. After 
he finished his talk he asked to have an- 
other picture taken with, the rope around 


<vhis neck. He smiled as the camera was 
snapped. 


This murderer was certainly not a nor- 


mal man. He may not have been insane, 
but he was a willful and cold-blooded 
slayer. An examination of his endocrine 
glands would probably have revealed 
some startling characteristics to the psy- 
chiatrists. 
We did not. however, hear of 


the state of Louisiana making such an in- 
vestigation. 
Vidrine was treated as a 


murderer and not a subject of psychology. 
The reason may be that he did not have 
millions back of him with which to put 
up a fight against justice,.

FROM LEFT TO WRONG 


A group of school girls assigned to a certain 


table in the dining hall had tho alarmingly spread- 
ing obsession of stoutness and practiced using tho 
left-hand Instead of the right in eating. They l>o- 
lioved one would eat less in the^ usual meal time that 
way. Perhaps they were right. Anyhow such prac- 
tico is a good plan. It helps to make one a better 
conversationist. Try left handed1 eaUng and you 
will understand that it involves no small desreo of 
skill in the fine movements of the fingers and hand. 
Just what that has to do with speech will occur to 
you later. 


About 4 per cent of all children are naturally left 


handed. Should they be interfered with? Is it wise 
to enforce right handedness upon a left handed child 
at any age? On what grounds do teachers so oft- 
en interfere with a left handed child without so 
much as a word from parents or physician? 


Prof. W. Franklin Jones of the department of ed- 


ucation in the University of South Dakota invented 
a kind of guage for the measurement of the "ulna 
plus." this is. tho length of the forearm bone which 
'orms the tip of tho elbow, plus the length of the 
hand; to the knuckle. This measurement Is found 
,o be a little greater for tho left arm if the child is 
eft handfd. Professor Jones said, about 10 years 
ago. "the moment wo. contemplate the effect of 
ransference we must first ascertain tho effect upon 
he speech connection, which is greatly dependent 
upon the arms. The fact that I have found a larger 
lumber of feeble minded individuals and stutterers 
han statistics would lead one to expect among 
he- thousands of children. I have examined, causes 
me to fear any transfer from one arm to another." 


Now it Is an anatomical fact that the 
brain 


enters which control the movements of the arm. 
and particularly the centers for fine or skillful 
movements of the fingers, are Intimately related 
Vith the center of speech. These centers are on tho 
eft side of the cerebrum in right handed persons. 
That is. centers in the left brain control the right 
;;de of the body and speech. In left handed persons 
ho speech center is on the right side of the brain 
:lose to the centers which control movements of the 
eft arm and hand. 


Nature seems to Intend that 96 per cent of us 
hall bo right handed and 4 per cent left handed. 
Mature also gives a majority of us brownish hair, 
jut a few are crowned with golden or fiery hair. 
Vould It be justifiable for teachers to insist that 
golden headed or red headed pupils have their hair 
made brown? Yes. quite as justifiable as it is for 
eachers to interfere with left handedness. and there 
are plenty of parents abject enough to stand for 
hat sort of thing. 


Nobody knows whether stuttering • is caused by 


orced transfer, but the trouble occurs with suspic- 
ous frequency in children who are naturally left 
handed but are forced to train tho right hand m- 
tead. just for a whim of parent or teacher. Then. 
oo. there are many Instances of cure of stammering 
and other defects of speech by the free use of the 
eft hand even after months or years of enforced 
right handedness. 


There is no good reason why an infant or child 


should be particularly encouraged to train, the right 
land. Leave that to nature and you make no mis- 
take.

St. Peter's Was 


Long In Building 


(Kitty Parsons. In Every Child's Mag- 
tutlne.) 


The ancient basilica of St. Peter's 


was sinking Into ruin when Pope Jull- 
us II commanded Eramanto to recon- 
struct It. The first stono was laid 
April 18. 1508. Bruinanto died before 
the work was completed and he was 
succeeded by several other architects 
until finally In 1546 the work was 
taken up by the great Mlcheal Angelo 
who was .then 72 5 ears old. He added 
tho top story and tho magnificent 
cornico. and he was responsible for 
the wonderful dome that makes St. 
Peter's such an imposing sight. 


The cupola of St. Peter's of Rome 


was not finished vntll the time of 
Pope Sextus V. Little by little the 
great church was added to and elab 
orated, cy one architect after another. 
Pope. Paul 
V 
ccmmlsloned a man 


named Maderna to complete the nave 
and the facade on a. new plan, and 
the Greek cross \\as changed to a 
Latin one. Tho Latin cross Is longer 
than It Is wide, while the Greek cross 
is-exactly even. This same architect 
designed the great porticoes which 
give the church the effect of a palace 
rather than a place of worship. 


The famous painter, Raphael, Is al- 


so known as an architect, particular' 
ly In connection with his'work on St. 
Peter's. Le Gernin. still another arch 
Uect. erected two rows of carved colc- 
nades surrounding a vast square and 
decorated with two monumental foun 
tains and a lofty obelisk. Altogether, 
the work of building this great church 
took 150 years. Twenty popes came 
and went during 1 his time and the 
work was directed by 13 different ar- 
chitects, from Bramante to Le Ber- 
nin. The church cott $100,000,000.

Thoro are many number of ways 


vln which stale bread can be turned 


Into a raa! asset. 


When bread becomes stale, dry it 


Immediately. If allowed to accumu- 
late for .my length of time it's apt 
to become \mouldv and really worth- 
ies*. Put the crisp bread 
through 


the fine knife Df the food chopper 
nnd the crumbs we ready for "crumb- 
ing" purposes. 
Butterei toast crumbs should not 


b« mixed with plain bread crumbs 
unless used at once. 
If an entire loaf of uncut bread 


becomes too dry for table use try 
"French toast." Thlt is delicious for 
breakfast or luncheon. 


There is a luncheon dish of bread- 


and cheece that is nourishing and 
"tasty." 
The bread puddings are

legion and range from the simplest 
affair for chi'.d'-en to a rich 
and 


plum-y suet pudding for gala days. 
"Stale" bread ciumbs and "dried" 


bread crumbs are two different in- 
gredients and can seldom be used as 
substitutes for cric'l other. 


FRENCH TOAST 


Enght slices bread cut about one- 


half inch thick. \ egg. % teaspoon 
salt, % teaspoon pepper, M teaspoon 
cinnamon or nutmeg, % cup milk. 


If eggs are plentiful two should be 


used in place of one. Less milk is 
necessary. 
Beat egg slightly, add milk and 


- seasonines and mix well. Dip bread 


in mixture 
and fry 
to a golden 


brown In half butter and half lard. 
Serve very "hot i\it.i sirup. Do not 
let bread stand in the egg mixture 
after dipping. Dip each piece and 
fry immediately. 
EMERGENCY LUNCHEON DISH 
Butter thin slice of stale bread. 


Line a baking dish with the buttered 
side toward the disn. Sprinkle with 
grated or finely chopped cheese, sea,- 
eon -with salt anrt paprika and a tiny 
dash of mustard. Add another layer 
of bread, sprinkle with cheese and 
eeasonin&s. Pour over one egg well 
beaten with 
one 'cup milk. Cover 


with a. layer of bread, buttered side 
•up. Let stand i.ntll the bread ab- 
sorbs the milk. If the bread is not 
soft, carefully pour milk in at the 
side of the dish. Bake in a moder- 
ate oven until the cheese is melted 
and the top is brown. 


JAM SANDWICHES 


Eight slices of stale bread, butter, 


jam, frying batter. 


To 
taake^frying 
batter—One cup 


flour, 1 taSlespoon melted buter. 1 
tablespoon cream. 2 eggs, %

spoon salt, 4 tablespoons warm water. 


The bread should be cut about one- 


quarter inch thick. Make sandwiches, 
spreading half the, slices -with butter 
and jam and covering with the re- 
maining slices. Cut sandwiches 
in 


neat squares or tiiangles. depending, 
on the original shape. 


Sift flour into mixing bowl, add 


salt, yol'r of one egg and 
cream. 


Slowly add water, 
beating 
until 


smooth. ; Beat vigorously. Let stand 
half an hour. Boat whites of eggs 
until stiff and dry and fold Into mix- 
ture. Dip each sandwich in the -bat- 
ter and fry in deep hot fat until a 
golden brown.

remain.

A word about sponges. 
Use TWO of them and get them as 


large as possible. Use one for the body exclusively and the other 
use only tor the wheels and chassis. 
The sponge used on the body 


must be kept absolutely free from 
grease, oil, kerosene or gasoline. 
Any of these oils will dissolve or 
soften the finish and for this rea- 
son must be kept off sponges and 
chamois. 


If the body has any mud on 


it, remove as soon as possible. 
There are two very good reasons 
why mud must not be left to dry 
on the varnish. 
First, because 


there is always a certain amount 
of lime and ammonia in mad that 
will eat into varnish and spot it. 
Second, you are liable to scratch 
the 'finish unless you are verv 
careful when removing it. 
The 


best way to remove mud is to play the hose on it gently and allow 
the mud to float off. Do not get impatient and try to rub the mud 
off with the sponge before it- is softened. 


After hosing and sponging, finish off by drying with a large 


chamois skin. 
It is a good idea to have a bucket of clean water
